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fometimes, if very much heated, will, as foftn as they 
come to the open Air, catch Fire, and {b produce 
thofe fiery Eruptions, of which there are fo many 
Inftances in the World.

Honoured Sir, 

AL T H O' I am not fo happy as to be acquainted 
with your Perfon, I am no Stranger to your 
Labours, wherewith you have obliged the World ; 
and that Part which relates to Oblervations upon 
the Alteration of the Weather, I have for fome 
(mall time purfued, for my own private Satisfadion, 
upon your ingenious Model. 

The difmal Accounts we have had from, the 
Southern Parts, of the Storm of Wind which hap- 
pened on the 8th Inftant, put me upon refledtinff, 
that one of your Curiofity might defire to know 
how our Northern Regions were affected by it ; 
which will, I hope, be a fuificient Apology for this 
Liberty. 

The Place from which 1 write, and where I re- 
fide, is 14 Miles South of Durham^ Lat. 54^ 46 ^ 
The Evening before the 8th, my Barometer flood 
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at 29 Inches, hot had been gradually falling for two 
Days. The Wmd was tjicii S, W, high in the le- 
cood Degree j which increafed towards Midoi Jic a 
Degree more. Mofl of the Day was attended with 
Snow or Siccr. 

The 8ch in the MorDioi^ I found mv GJals faJiai 
fo 28 Inches^ 50 PartSj and at Four o'Clock /• m. 
down to 2% Inches, 5 Parts, and by Ten in the 
Evening rifen again to 1 8 Inches 4> Parts. All this 
while the Wind with nswas in the North Eafl:, with 
only a moderate Gale, tho' atceoded all Day with 
S00W5 which at Kight was two Inches and a quarter 
deep ; and about Eight it began to freeze As the 
Wind in the South f arts was ail that while in the 
oppofire Quarrer^ ] fliould have expedcd an Accu- 
mulation of the Air, and, as a Confequence, the 
rifincof the Barometer at the time of itsfliUing the 
loweft. Had the Storm been the Night before, 
when our Wind was in thelrimc Direcflion, and had 
afterwards fallen, I fliouid then have imputed the 
Fall to the quick Return of the Current of Air to 
reftore the ^quihbrium : Bur as it is, rhe fmal! Pro- 
grefs I have made in Naiaral Tbikfophy, leaves 
me in Ignorance. I cannot conclude without once 
more asking Pardon for this Freedom, and affuring 
you that I am,
